GENEVA, Aug. 21.—The Ameri- 
can group of the League of Nations 
has nominated Frank B. Kellogg, 
former Secretary of State, for 
Judge of the World Court. The 
nomination, announcdd late today 
by the Secretariat, was received 
with satisfaction. 

The Kellogg nomination is for 
the full term of nine years. Elec- 
tion will be held during the Assem- 
bly session next month. 

In League of Nations circles to- 
day it was considered almost cer- 
tain that the co-author of the 
Briand-Kellogg treaty would be 
elected. 


It is considered likely also that | 


Kellogg will be elected also to com- 
plete the term left vacant by 
Charles Evans Hughes, who re- 
signed to become Chief Justice of 
the United States.

NEW YORK, Aug. 21.—“Good 
times” will return to America in 
October, bankers of the country 
voted, 2 to 1, in a poll analyzéd in 
the American Magazine by Dr.

TO SET UP CREDIT 

CORPORATIONS 


These Will Be Patterned 
After Facilities President 
Used After Mississippi 
Flood in 1927. _ 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—Seek- 
ing early definition of the financia} 
program involved.in the drouth 
relief organization, President Hoo- 
ver will confer next Tuesday with 


the banking representatives on the 
State Relief Committees. A call for 
this conference to be held at the 
White House went to the states Jate 
yesterday. 

Meanwhile, following the chan- 
nels through which Mr. Hoover di- 
rected the 1927. Mississippi flood 
relief, plans went forward today 
for establishment of state or local 
credit corporations to arrange loans 
to farmers through intermediate 
credit banks where local banks are 
unable or unwilling to carry the 
financial load. 

The maximum interest which the 
credit corporation would be pcr- 
mitted to charge farmers, under 
the tentative plan proposed at the 
first meeting of the National 
Drouth Committee yesterday would 
be 6 per cent. This is 2 per cent 
more than the interest charged by 
the intermediate credit banks, to 
which the loans would be turned 
over. 

Need Estimated at $20,000,000. 

Under present plans loans would 
be granted farmers on easy security 
with the indorsement of the credit 
agencies. In event the banking rep- 
resentatives of the state committees 
agree on the proposal, the Federal 
Farm Loan Board, which supervises 
intermediate credit banks, will su- 
pervise the creation of the credit 
agencies. It was estimated that 
$20,060,000 would be required to 
meet loan demands. 

Henry M. Robinson, Los Angeles 
banker, whose task as a member 
of the National Drouth Relief Com- 
mittee will be to co-ordinate the 
state and Federal finaricial relief 
measures, was expected to attend 
next week’s meeting. 

Announcement was made by Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Hyde, chair- 
man of the National Committee, 
that the $800,000 balance of a $6,- 
000,000 fund created at the last ses- 
sion of Congress for flood relief 
and storm relief in more than a 
dozen states, would be used § (for 
seed loans to drouth-stricken farm- 
ers. Under the terms of the act, 
however. it can be used only in 
Virginia, Ohio, Indiana, Missouri 
and Montana of the drouth states. 

To Extend Emergency Katcs. 

The emergency feed and livestock 
railroad freight rates now in effect 
in the East and South will be ex- 
tended to Western drouth states on 
Friday. 

Scattered showers over the 
plains states were reported to the 
Weather Bureau today as having 
aided in relieving drouth conditions 
during the-.past 24 hours. Rains 
were reported from Western North 
Dakota and Northeastern *South 
Dakota, Central and Eastern Iowa 
and Southwest Wisconsin with light 
showers in the vicinity of Okla- 
homa City, QOk., and Northeastern 
Texas. 

There were showers in the upper 
Ohio Valley ‘with a thunderstorm 
at Cleveland which brought .88 
inch of rain. Showers were re- 
ported also from extreme Northern 
Michigan. 

Additional showers were forecast 
for Western Iowa tonight and for 
Central Iowa tomorrow, for West- 
ern Minnesota tonight, Eastern 
Minnesota tomorrow and for East- 
ern North Dakota and Eastern 
Nebraska tonight.

SEIZED IN LINGLE 
~ MURDER INQUIRY 


Chicago Police Raid Home 
of Aiello Brothers Sought 
Since Tribune Reporter 
Was Slain. . | | 

DECLINE TO SAY 
‘ WHAT THEY FOUND 


Refuse to Divulge Whether 
Papers Give Clews of 


Documents. 


By the Associated Press 
CHICAGO, Aug. 21.—The rec- 


ords of a second branch of the 
Zuta-Aiello-Moran gang were seized 
last night by investigators attempt- 
ing to solve the murder of Alfred 
J. Lingle, Chicago Tribune report- 
er. 

Acting on information they ob- 
tained in one of Jack Zuta’s safe 


deposit boxes, State’s Attorney's 
agents raided the luxurious apart- 
ment of Joe Aiello, head of the 
Unione Siciliano, and his brother, 
Dominick. They found a mass of 
records, several weapons and about 
100 keys. Whether the papers con- 
tained any records of finanial 
transactions with public officials, 
as did the records kept by the 
slain Zuta, was not disclosed. The 
Aiello records are being studied 
carefully, it was announced, and 
an effort is being made to trace 
additional papers through the keys 
found in the brothers’ apartments. 
Moran Gang Blamed. 

Police have always considered 
the “gang headed by George 
“Bugs’’ Moran responsible for the 
shooting of Lingle, with Zuta, the 
brains of the Moran gang, as the 
probable plotter. 

The Aiello apartment was  de- 
scribed by Patrick Roche, chief in- 
vestigator, as expensively furnished 
with Oriental rugs, heavy drapes 
and modern furniture. 

In addition to searching for clews 
in the Lingle murder and for new 
evidence of an alliance between 
gangsters and public officials, 
Roche said the investigators will 
look in the Aiello records for traces 
of the latest movements of the 
Unione Siciliano. Joe Aiello suc- 
ceeded the leadership of this group 
after the assassinations of Pas- 
qualino Lolardo and Tony Lom- 
bardo. 

No Recerd of His Start. 

In looking into Zuta’s career 
investigators have found no rec- 
ord of his beginnings. In 1916 he 
was running a saloon on the West 
Side, which was frequented by a 
gang of young “toughs” of the 
neighborhood. In 1917 he began 
a quiet invasion of the disorderly 
district of the West Side, then un- 
der the control of “Mike de Pipe” 
Heitler and “Monkey Face Charley” 
Genker. 

The invasion was followed by a 
bomb war. But Heitler and Gen- 
ker, the story goes, recognized in 
this quiet saloon keeper just the 
business ability they needed. Soon 
\Zuta was bots of the business 
himself and had taken a HNeutenant 
who could manage the business 
when he felt the need to get away. 
The lieutenant finally drove his 
master out. 

During those prosperous years 
for Jack Zuta his name virtually 
was unknown to Chicagoans. Busi- 
ness-like, he sat in his loop “real 
estate office’—keeping files. He 
died with a record of never hav- 
ing been indicted for an offense. 

Once Sought for Murder. 

Once in 1926 officiais said they

STRIKERS CHASE 
COMMUNISTS OUT 
OF BESSEMER CITY 


Three Who Came to North 
Carolina Town After Tex- 
tile Walkout Roughly 
Handled by Crowd.

BESSEMER CITY, N. C.. Aug. 
21.—Three men suspected by strik- 
ing textile workers being com- 
munists, were captured by strikers 
here last night, two of them tied 
together and all of them roughly 
treated and then chased from town. 

The men were said to be Albert 
Herder, organizer for the National 
Textile Workers’ Union; W. G. 
Binkley of Winston Salem, com- 
munist candidate for Congress in 
the Fifth North Carolina District, 
and Waltér Wilson of Asheville, 
Southern representative of the 
American Civil Liberties Union. 

According to Town Clerk Rhyne 
of Bessemer City, the three came 
to Bessemer City prepared to speak 
and @istribute literature. 

Strikers of the American Milis 
Nos. 1 and 2, who walked out Mon- 
day in protest against a wage cut 
and since have been outspoken 
against radicalism or unionism, 
took them in hand. Two of them, 
reported to have been Herder and 
Binkley were tied together with 
ropes and taken to the center of 
town, kicked and otherwise vio- 
lently handled. Wilson also was 
mistreated, it was said, 

An officer, Rhyne said, ap- 
proached the throng and managed 
to take Herder and Binkley from 
the strikers’ hands. Then putting 
them into their car, he escorted 
them to the city limits, leaving 
them on the highway to Gastonia. 

Wilson, Rhyne said, was chased 
from the town in the opposite di- 
rection, disappearing through a 
railroad cut.

The yacht, owned by Lieutenant- 
Colonel John N. Diggle, had been 
participating in regattas of the 
royal yacht squadron along the En- 
glish South Coast. 

Members of the Fowey Coast 
Guard tried to rescue the marooned 
party with life lines, but were 
thwarted by the tremendous seas 
and the rocking of the yacht. 

Commodore King was a noted 
soldier and politician, formerly aid- 
de-camp to King George and Con- 
servative whip of the House of 
Commons in 1921. He was 63 
years old and was a sailor until 
1899, then went into law and poli- 
tics.

When 
I failed to find him, I went back 
to the pilot house and reversed my 
course. I kept going back and 
forth until after daylight, scan- 
ning the water to see if I could 
find any trace of Mr. Black. 

“There were several steamers 
offshore of us, all out of our zone. 
Then there was a flashlight turned 
on our stern and a little later a 
coast guard boat came up. When 
the boat got close enough to com- 
municate with, they asked me 
what I was doing and I told them 
I'd lost a man overboard. Then I 
blew my whistle four times for as- 
sistance and asked them for help, 
but they snapped off their search- 
light and I got no reply. Then the 
boat departed.” 

Kelley said he did not get the 
number of the coast guard ship. 

Wind Was Strong. 

The wind was so strong and the 
wash of the water against the 
yacht so steady that Kelley doubted 
whether he could have heard an 
outcry, if Mr. Black had made one, 
as the vessel proceeded back along 
its path, the Captain said. 

Chief Engineer Hay declared 
Black might have fallen over the 
deck rail, but could not have fallen 
through it, in reaching for the 
handkerchief found on the‘ deck 
after his disappearance, because of 
wires between the stanchions. 

The deck rai) was only three feet 
high, Kelley said, and the ship was 
rolling rather badly, so it might 
have been possible for Black to be

At the same time the Governor 
made public a letter to Supreme 
Court Justice Edward F. Finch, 
acting Justice of the Appellate Di- 
vision, First Department, indlosing 
a copy of his letter to Justice Dowl- 
ing and stating that Justice Finch 
was being written to in the absence 
of Justice Dowling, who is in Eu- 
rope. 

“I assume, therefore,” said the 
Governor, “that you will present 
this matter to your court.” 

It was/expected that the Gover- 
nor also would write to Presiding 
Justice Edward Lazinski of the 
Appellate Division, Second Depart- 
ment, suggesiing that that body 
undertake an inquiry similar to 
that suggested in the letter to Jus- 
tice Dowling. This would extend 
the investigation to all of .the 
magistrates’ courts in New York 
City.

Two Men in Touring Car at Ramona Dog 
Track Trying to Set Record That May . 
Take Months to Beat. , 


Two men will climb into a Ford 
touring car at Ramona dog track, 
on the Carson road, tonight and 
begin their second effort to set a 
record for continuous driving. 

Their first attempt ended Tues- 
day, after 126 hours in which they 
traveled 1560 miles, when cheir 
machine threw a rear tire into 
which a piece of wire had worked 
its way. They procured a set of 
“puncture-proof” tires and the sec- 
ond trial gos under way. 

This particular endurance re- 
fueling stunt began, if the psychol- 
ogists are interested in primary 
causes, in George Anderson's con- 
fectionery at Thirteenth street and 
Winstanley avenue, East St. 
Louis. 

Stanley Wyro, who lives at 2622A 
Madison street, St. Louis, and 
works for a soda water company, 
was shuffling bottles under the 
counter. 

“Say,” said Anderson, “how 
about us setting an endurance rec- 
ord?’’ 

‘“‘Endurance record? 
kind?” asked Wyro. 

“Driving a machine,”’ 
derson. 

“That's a good idea,” said Wyro. 
So much for the genesis of the at- 
tempt. 

Two other East St. I.ouisans, El- 
bert Koudem and Joseph Kugler, 
thought it was a good idea, too. 
Anderson and Koudela were chos- 
en for the crew of the endurance 
car, Wyro and Kugler. became the 
refuelers. John Wyro, Stanley's 
brother, fell in with the idea, and 
was made manager. They pooled 
their money and bought a Ford 
touring car. Kugler's Ford roadster 
was stripped of its rumble seat and 

a tank and gasoline pump were in- 
eatiea for refueling. 


First Attempt Cost $600. 

The first attempt started last 
Thursday and ended, as recorded, 
Tuesday. The record is something 
more than 53,000 miles supposed 
to have been set in Germany sev- 
eral years ago. -If the Ramona 
drivers maintain the 12.3 miles an 
hour rate of their first effort, they 
will be six months in breaking the 
German record. It is doubtful too, 
that the tires will: stand the gaff. 
But the promoters are not stumped 
by such obstacles. .They simply 
don't worry about them.

“We just want to set a record,” 
they say. 

Their prospects for financial re- 
turns are virtually nil, they admit. 
Yet, one said, the (rst try for the 
record cost them between $600 and 
$700. What the second one wil) 
cost depends on how long it lasts. 
A few dollars are made by selling 
soda water to the machine loads 
of people who drop in.to see the 
stunt occasionally. Sometimes sev- 
eral hundred are present. Later, if 
there is any demand, sandwiches 
will be sold. Meanwhile, the elec- 
tric light. bill is $135 a month. The 
betting ring of the deserted track 
is lighted at night. And no oil 
company has come forward with 
free fuel and oil, One milling com- 
pany offered to furnish the group 
with breakfast food for the privi- 
lege of placarding the place with 
advertising. Otherwise, big busi- 
ness is unmoved. 

Nobody Worries. 

But the men are not worried. 
They say they just want to seta 
record and do not care if anybody 
asks for their indorsements of 
cigarettes or sweaters, or not. If 
someone wants to kick in with a 
few dollars, it is all right with 
them, 

Meanwhile, Anderson and Kou- 
dela will take turns driving and 
resting on the cot in the endur- 
ance car. They will eat, shave 
bathe and read newspapers en 
route. Anderson has no worries 
over his confectionery. Mrs. An- 
derson is running that. 

The car rolls somewhat bumpily 
around an oval course within the 
track formerly used by the grey- 
hounds. As the dog track is a 
quarter of a mile in circumference, 
the improvised track is perhaps 
three-sixtcenths of a mile long. 

A tent pitched in the middle of 
the oval contains a cot where the 
refueling crew sleep. A table out- 
side is littered with sugar, sausage 
skins shrivelled by the sun, bread. 
half-covered with oil paper, a 
flashlight, a carving knife and 
flies. 

Eugene Smith, the official count- 
er of the hours, tosses horseshoes 
with neighborhood boys in over- 
ans. When the boys tire .of this, 
they spin turnstiles in the shade 
under the grandstand, seeing who 
can set a record. At dusk they 
go home, to return next morning 
for an all-day, stay.

ON FEDERAL DOCKETS 


Results of First Month of New 
Enforcement Regime An- 
nounced. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.— The 


close of the first month of prohi- 
bition enforcement under the De- 


partment of Justice found the num- 
ber of cases awaiting disposition on 
the dockets of the Federal courts 
increased by 324. 

This was disclosed today by the 
first of a series of monthly reports 
to be issued by Prohibition Director 
Woodcock. It covered the month 
of July and gave figures for com- 
parable previous periods only with 
respect to cases on the dockets. 

Arrests for the month totaled 
6524: cases bound over to the grand 
jury by United States Commission- 
ers, 3828: cases placed on the 
docket, 1918; convictions, 1392; ac- 
quittals and cases dismissed, 202; 
unfinished cases on the dockets 
July 31, 22,497. 

The average of jail sentences im- 
posed was 152.6 days, and the av- 
erage fine was $199.59. A total of 
307 permanent padlock injunctions 
was granted, together with 148 
judgments of forfeiture. 

During the month 1,339,277.5 
gallons of beer and 111,672.25 gal- 
lons of spirits were seized, together 
with 724 automobiles, 1963 stills 
and distilleries and 12,353 beer fer- 
menting plants. 

The total amount of fines for the 
month was $218,752, and the total 
number of days in jail imposed 
127,804.

Some of my clubs I have had for 
years, others I have added or resur- 
rected from old cast-offs within the 
past few months. I like them all 
and will probably retain most of 
them, but I am now thoroughly 
“sold” on the matched set idea. 

Before the tournament in Au- 
gusta I had in my bag the follow- 
ing irons besides my putter: Num- 
bers one, two and four, a mashie- 
iron, mashie, spade, mashie-niblic 
and niblic. I had no liking for the 
one, two and spade, and I had been 
utterly unable to find a three which 
attracted me even ecnough to make 
me buy it. In the others I had un- 
limited confidence and always 
played well with them. 

About a week before I left for 
Augusta, I found a good-looking 
No. 1 head in Harry Stephens’ shop 
at Druid Hills and ordered it made 
up. At Stephens’ suggestion I 
brought over to him three of the 
clubs I liked the mashie-iron, four-

These discarded members are 
those which appealed to us because of their shapeliness and because 
they felt right when we swung them in the pros’ shop, but which 
failed to live up to expectations when we tried to hit shots with

SLIGHT PROSPECT OF CUT 


IN INCOME TAX NEXT YEAR 


Emergency Reduction Now in Ef- 
fect Can Be Extended Only by 
Congressional Action. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 
Treasury officials see little prospect 
of -maintaining for next year the 
reduction of one per cent in income 
taxes which was allowed this year 
as an emergency measure by Con- 
gress. 

Congressional action would be 
necessary to extend the emergency 
reduction over another year. Un- 
less action is taken at the short 
session, beginning next December. 
the tax rate of 1928 would apply on 
next year’s taxes. 

While the outlook is not regard- 
ed as hopeful for the lower tax 
seale, Secretary of the Treasury 
Mellon said today it ‘was too early 
to begin talking definitely about 
the tax situation. 

The Secretary said no estimate 
would be made about the future at 
this time. It was indicated he 
agreed with the Treasury experts 
that the general business situation 
just now did not warrant hope for 
extending the emergency reduction 
over another year. 

No action is expected to be tak- 
en by the Treasury in the forrnula- 
tion of the tax policy for next year 
until shortly before the December 
gession of Congress convenes.

“My sentimental wanderings had 
nothing to do with my departure 
from Rumania, which was of a 
pureiy political character.

ON STAND AGAINST 
MERGER IN STEEL} 


Opposition Leader Testifies 
in Suit to Enjoin Bethle- 
hem - Youngstown Sheet 
& Tube Deal. 


ARRANGED WITHOUT 
HIS KNOWLEDGE 


Explains Previous Efforts 
Toward Consolidation of | 
‘Ohio Plant With Inland 
of Chicago.

YOUNGSTOWN, O., Aug. 21.— 
Cyrus 8. Eaton, financier, who tried 
to reconcile the differences that 
prevented a merger between 
Youngstown Sheet & Tube and In- 
land Steel of Chicago, testified to- 
day that terms of the merger be- 
tween Youngstown and Bethlehem 


Steel, which he seeks to enjoin, 
were arranged wholly without his 
knowledge. 

Eaton, who was the builder of 
Republic Steel consolidation and 
joint holder with associates of 228,- 
000 shares of Sheet and Tube com- 
mon stock, related how he had as- 


ysisted in unsuccessful merger ne- |’ 


gotiations between Youngstown and 
Inland. He said he learned for 
the first time March 7, 1930, that 
a consolidation of Sheet and Tube 
with Bethlehem had been arranged 
and that he had not known up to 
then that any negotiations had been 
in progress, 
Objects to Terms. 

The witness said he told Dalton 
he was “astonished,’’ that he ques- 
tioned that the terms of one and 
one-third shares. of Bethlehem for 
one of Youngstown were fair and 
doubted whether Bethlehem stock 
was the kind to acquire. 

The Eaton interests, as plaintiffs 
in the injunction suit are protest- 
ing against the use of a single 
year’s earnings—1929-—in arrang- 
ing the Bethlehem consolidation. 
The financier testified this after- 
noon that Chairman J. A. Camp- 
bell of Youngstown had criticised 
one of the proposed Inland setups 
because a 3%-year period was used 
instead of average earnings over 
six years. 

Eaton's first testimony was to 
list his holdings in Sheet and Tube 
International Shares Corporation, a 
co-plaintiff in the suit and other 
enterprises. Asked if he were. in- 
terested in Bethlehem Steel, the 
witness answered, “No, not yet,” 
and a laugh swept the courtroom. 

The witness listed the entire 
holdings of himself, members of 
his family and his business enter- 
prises at 228,000 shares of Sheet | 
& Tube. He said he personally | 
owned 50,000 shares, members of 
his family owned an equal amount 
Cliffs Corporation and other enter- 
prises 125,000 shares and Interna- 
tional Shares, 3000.

Former Ambassador Puts Mellon, Raskob and 
Ford in List, But Omits Hoover—Thinks | 
Bankers Most Influential. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 21.—In the 


opinion of James W. Gerard, for- 
merly United States Ambassador to 
Germany, 59 men “rule the Unit- 
ed States.” 

Gerard compiled a list of these 
men.for today’s New York Times, 
which asked him to amplify a sen- 
tence in a pamphlet he wrote in- 
dorsing the crusade of Viscount 
Rothermere and Lord Beaverbrook 
for British Empire free tfade and 
high protection. In that pamphlet 
he wrote: 


“Give the 40 men who rvie the 
United States 10 years for the de- 
velop of this industrial em- 
pire (The\ British Empire) and no 
country on earth could approach it 
in per capita wealth.” 

The list includes leaders in 
American finante, industry, the 
amusement field and journalism, 
but omits President Hoover and 
all others holding state and nda- 
tional offices except Secretary of | 
the Treasury Mellon, who 
Pittsburg banker and capitalist. 

Gerard explains the actual “pow- 
er behind the throne” is wielded by 
men whose wealth and important 
industrial positions in the nation 
give them a permanent influence 
in American life. Statesmen, he 
said, are usually shorn of most of 
their power when they retire.

HANKOQW, Aug. 21. — The 
slaughter of 4000 Communists by 
provincial troops in Western Ki- 
angsi province and the capture of 
2000 Red rifles there were report- 
ed today in Chinese press dis- 
patches. 

This apparently is the first 
crushing defeat administered to 
the Red marauders, who have 
been murdering, looting and burn- 
ing throughout the Yangtze vailey 
for several weeks. 

News of the victory followed 
closely word of the burning of 
Wusueh, Hupeh province, by Com- 
munists, who looted the city of 
6000 population and ransacked the 
countryside. Wusueh is an import- 
ant Yangtze River port 26 miles 
above Kiukiang, Kiangsi. — 

Fearihg for their lives, inhabi- 
tants of Wusueh abandoned their 
property and fled, many going to 
Kiukiang, where foreign gunboats 
were anchored. 

Communist armies late last 
month sacked and destroyed large 
sections of Changsha, Hunan prov- 
ince capital. Jater they threat- 
ened Hankow, Wuchang and Han- 
yang, 600 miles up the Yangtze 
from the sea. However, the Reds 
apparently were frightentd away 
by foreign warships, which were 
rushed to Hankow by American, 
British and Japanese Govern- 
ments. 

Since then the Communists have 
ravaged smaller places, avoiding 
cities where the Nationalist Gov- 
ernment has concentrated small 
bodies of troops. 

Hampered by torrential rains, 
the civil war itself has lagged. Al- 
though the issue is undecided, the 
Nationalist Government apparently 
has the advantage. The rebels 
made a stand recently on the bor- 
der of Chihli, where they were 
driveA after evacuating . Tsinan, 
capital of Shantung province.

That is why the fimest of medical care is lavished on 
ailing prisoners and specialists labor over invalids 
to keep them alive until their engagement with the 
hangman. The law is explicit about this; every sen- 
tence of death commands that the man be “hanged 
by the neck until dead” or “put to death by the pas 
sage of an electric current through his body.” Self- 
destruction would thus add fraud to the prisoner's 
other crimes. Capital punishment also is supposed 
to act as a deterrent to others tempted to crime, but 
Mr. Shaw and Dean Inge would take the edge off 
the salutary moral lesson society sees in a hanging.

He has just authorized ultimate expendi- 
tures of $246,100,000 on the effort, suppie- 
menting other huge sums supplied hereto- 
fore. Already the association is writing two 
additional acts to be financed in rounding 
out a complete drama of prosperity for the 
entire river region. These histrionic ef- 
forts have to do with navigation upon the 
Mississippi and its tributaries, and are quite 
apart from the flood control work on which 
the same well disposed old gentleman is 
spending $327,000,000. 


Signing of the rivers and harbors Dill 
July 4 by President Hoover, which gave 
authorization for the work, was termed by 
John A. Fox, field representative of the as- 
sociation, an act which will come in time 
to rank with that of Thomas Jefferson in 
making the Louisiana Purchase. 

The measure does these specific things 
toward creating a vast new flow of com- 
merce upon the river and its tributaries: 

1. Provides $15,000,000 for deepening the 
Missouri River to a six-foot stage (later to 
be increased to a nine-foot stage) from 
Sioux City, la., to Kansas City, a distance of 


400 miles. 


2. Provides $50,00,000 to produce a nine- 
foot channel in the river from Kansag City 
to St. Louis, another 400-mile stretch. 

3. Provides $98,000,000 for establishing a 
nine-foot stage in the 700 miles of the Mis- 
sissippi between Minneapolis and St. Louis. 

4. Provides $7,506,000 to complete a 
stretch of 25 miles between Lockport, IL, 
and La Salle, Ill., in the Illinois River, thus 
perfecting that river for navigation along 
the 236 miles from Chicago to Alton, Hil. 

5. Provides $75,000,000 for making the 
Tennessee River navigable throughout the 
650 miles from Paducah, Ky., to Knoxville. 


6. Provides $600,000 for creating a nine- 
foot channel in the Intracoastal canal be- 
tween Mobile and Pensacola. 


In addition two other highly significant 
projects have been completed: 


1. Deepening of the Ohio River for the 
987 miles between Pittsburg and Cairo at a 
cost of $118,0006,000, involving, among other 
things, erection of 51 locks and dams. This 
work ended last October. 


Birmingham and Mobile at a cost of §11,- 
500,000. This was completed in 1919 and in- 
creased the commerce on the streams from 
$90,000 tons annually to 1,980,000 tons in 


water in the late summer or fall, rendering 
them useless for navigation. 


“It is now recognized by far-sighted lead- : 


ers that with the rapid development of the 
country, these major arteries must be re- 
stored to a useful, dependable navigable 
condition for the cheap and easy trans- 
portation of our goods. Agitation leading 


~to the appreciation of these waterways as 


a great economic factor in the building of 
the nation has been carried on for nearly 
a quarter of a century, and on the Fourth 
of July of this year a wise and provident 
Congress and a far-sighted President of the 
United States planned and authorized the 
construction of nine-foot channels through- 
out the major parts of this system. This 
has been the most remarkable plece of 
legislation leading to internal improvements 
that has ever been executed.”

A tabulated estimate of the annual ton- 
nage to result “when definite channels are 
provided, with a nine-foot uniform depth,” 
prepared by Mr. Fox, gave the following 
totais for the streams indicated: 

Ohio, 22,000,000 (actual); Upper Mis- 
sissippi, 10,000,000; Missouri,’ 6,000,000: 
Illinois, 10,000,000; Tennessee, 5,000,000: 
Arkansas, 4,000,600; Red, 21,000,000: Lower 
Mississippi 6,000,000; Tombigbee-Warrior, 
1,980,000 (actual, as of 1929): Coosa-Ala- 
bama, 1,560,000; Chattahoochee-Apailachi- 
cola, 4,000,000. 

Glowing predictions of vastly increased 
river commerce were made by Executive 
Secretary Macleay when he was here re- 
cently with the Fio0d Control Committee 
of the House, investigating sections affect.

The vast and vital difference be- 
tween George and almost all other 
radical social reformers was made 
especially clear in the speech he de- 
livered during his last mayoralty 
campaign in New York. It was 
the night he died, He had been 
introduced as “the great friend of 
labor” to a large audience. com- 
posed chiefly of laboring men. The 
introduction savored too much of 
the demagogue’s plea to suit the 
speaker of the evening, who open- 
ed his speech with the following 
remarks: “I have never claimed 
to be a special friend of Labor. Let 
us have done with this call for 
speciaéd privileges for Labor. I have 
never advocuted nor asked for spe- 
cial rights or special Sympathy for 
working men. What I stand for 
is equal rights for all men.”

This Is “Attributed to Lavish- 
ness. of Stage Settings and 
Record Salaries. 


While the attendance and re- 


ceipts of the «Municipal ‘Theater 
will be substantially ‘larger this 
year than in any .of the previous 
11 seasons,. there is a Ikelihood 
that the Municipal Theater Agsoci- 
ation’s books will show a. deficit 
when the 1930 accounts are bal- 
anced, 

Estimates vary:as to the amount 
of the deficit, but the general view 


is that it will be around $10,000. 
However, the seacon will not close 
until next Sunday evening and au- 
ditors will require several weeks to 
arrive at a definite figure. 

The explanation of the expected 
deficit is that the Theater Associa- 
tion spent more money on fhe 11 
productions of the current season 
than ever before, ‘appropriating 
record sums for elaborate stage 
settings and for salaries of princi- 
pals and staff, as well as spending 
$25,000 for improvements in plant.

While awaiting final figures, di- 
rectors of the association are dis- 
cussing plans for 1931, admitting 
that either an increase in admis- 
sion prices or a reduction of ex- 
penditures will be necessary to pre- 
vent another deficit. In the past 
there have been three deficits, the 
largest in 1929 when $14,431 «was 
written off.

But what about Chicago? 

Flo Ziegfeld is a Chicagoan who 
doesn’t try to conceal it. Lew 
Cantor, give him credit for trying, 
quit diamond selling for the stage 
from Randolph Street. And many, 
many ages ago McVicker, Hooley, 
Julia Marlowe and Denman 
Thompson put the Loop on the 
Broadway horizon. ‘The late Dave 
Lewis once sang something about 
“Take Me Back to Chicago” and 
was offered the railroad fare from 
several sources. 

However, it is the literary con- 
tingent I’m leading up to you! 
Burns Mantle of Watertown, N. Y., 
mind you, prepared for New York 
reviewing while on the Chicago In- 
ter Ocean, expired, and later on 
the Chicago Tribune.

For the first and only 
time, as far as I've been able to 
learn, Mr. Hammond asked an 
opinion.

others who deserve fuller chapters 
in a more complete history of 
Broadway. 

Those of us who watched the 
new manifestations of the theater 
which followed the war were most 
interested in an announcement 
early in 1919 from the group which 
once called itself the Washington 
Square Players. This group was 
disbanded during the world con- 
flict, since many of its members 
went into the service, but upon 
demobilization it held a meeting 
and decided to go more seriously 
into the game .of producing. 


It was a revolutionary move- 
ment against the current trend of 
the theater, no question of that, 
but it was different from the usual 
revolutionary movements. This one 
decided that it would call itself the 
Theater Guild and that it would 
use professional players only, dis- 
pensing with amateurs. This was 
the gulf that always separated the 
Guild from the other art theater, 
for until recently a few of those 
trying the same field of operations 
had wisdom enough to tie them- 
selves to professional company. 

The Guild has had and is hav- 
ing a bitter fight. I think no sin- 
gle organization ever aroused such 
jealousy along Broadway, but, sen- 
sibly enough, its managerial board 
has seemed to take no notice of 
these things, and even when the 
Shuberts entered a complaint 
against “Strange Interlude” in an 
effort to have it closed, the Guild 
said nothing. It may be that its 
attitude is born of anger, but one 
rather suspects that it comes from 
the shrewd good sense which tells 
it that every attack honored with 
a reply is dignified to a point be- 
yond its commensurate importance. 

For history’s sake, the Guild's 
first production was “‘Bonds of In- 
terest,”" a dire failure, but its sec- 
ond production, “John Ferguson,” 
was made late in the spring, and 
the fact that this tragedy of Irish 
life was able to run through the 
hot summer of 1919 (it played at 
the Fulton, where my own season 
has just ended) must have proved 
to the Guild that its idea of doing 
fine plays was a sound one. From

Now there are 34,000 subscrib- 

ers in New York and about 40,- 
000 on the road. In Chicago alone, 
where the Guild plays a regular 
winter season, it has 15,000 sub- 
scribers; in Philadelphia about 10,- 
000; in Boston about 8000. In a 
one-week stand like Baltimore— 
which has been considered a poor 
show town—the Guild has about 
5000 followers and slightly more in 
Pittsburg. Its growth, then, has 
been phenomenal. 


The reason I am interested in the 
Guild is that it is the kind of thea- 
ter which we didn’t know in this 
country when I was growing up. We 
had, of course, the fine stock com- 
panies and there was Augustin Da- 
ly’s troupe, but in this country we 
have the Guild to thank, I believe, 
for the somewhat international as- 
pect of New York as a play pro- 
ducing center. There have been 
many who have claimed that the 
Guild should have produced more 
American plays. The Guild has an- 
swered that if they will search the 
records they will find that the guild 
has produced more plays by Ameri- 
cans than by authors of any-other 
nationality. When Eugene O'Neill 
had signed to let the Guild do some 
of his plays, among them “Marco 
Millions,” there was an effort to 
get me to go into the role which 
Alfred Lunt later played. 

I couldn’t see my way to do it. 
Therese Helburn, the Guild's execu- 
tive director, saw me in 
City and tried to coax me. I was 
greatly tempted, for those who had 
read the play thought I would fit 
nicely into the role of Marco Polo 
as O'Neill had written it. O'Neill, 
you know, had made him a bluster- 
er, a wisecracker and an up and 
coming go-getter. Maybe it

TS first two productions of the 
Jose season were flat failures. 

The Guild was jeered On many 
sides. But instead of casting fran- 
tically about for some sure-fire 
success to stem the tide of disap- 
proval, they withdrew an enormous 
money maker, “Caprice,’’ from the 
road and cast their chief stars, Al- 
fred Lunt and Lynn Fontaine, in a 
new play, “Meteor”; went ahead 
with their production of the Shaw 
play, “The .Apple Cart”; hired 
Nazimova for the Russian piece, “A 
Month in the Country,” and then, 
most unusual of all, produced 
Philip Barry’s “Hotel Universe,” an 
axperimental piece if ever there 
was one. 

In other words, they had laid out 
a schedule and all the adverse crit- 
icism in the world didn’t drive 
them from it. I imagine the Guild 
has the feeling that so many others 
in the theater have, that while the 
critics may know something about 
plays, it is also possible that pro- 
ducers, too, have judgment. Cer- 
tainly they stand by their own,
